distributed over most.of the-counties in 
the southern half of the lower pe- 
ninsula and has destroyed thousands of: 
frees which the’ owners had: not taken 
the precaution:to.spray. _ On the other 
hand, where the proper remedies had 
been, thorougly applied, the insects, 
have been held in check/and iin many 
cases have been practically exterminat- 
ed? Where spraying has failed to’ 
contro! them it is due to using too weak 


sprays, or from lack ‘of thoroughness i in} 


spraying.
